The  Senior  Class  presented  "Biedermann  and  the  Firebugs”,  written  by  the  Swiss  playwright  Max  Frisch 
in  1959,  on  April  8 and  9. 

Translated  by  Mordecai  Gorelik,  the  play  was  produced  off-Broadway  in  1963. 

"A  Learning  Play  Without  a Lesson”  takes  place  in  our  lifetime.  "Gottlieb  Biedermann,  a cautious  Ger- 
man businessman,  discovers  that  the  two  men  who  have  entered  his  home  uninvited  are  the  arsonists  who 
have  already  burned  down  much  of  the  town.  He  and  his  simple  minded  wife,  concerned  only  with  saving 
themselves  and  their  home,  lodge  them,  feed  them  a sumptuous  dinner,  and  provide  them  with  all  the 
matches  they  can  possibly  use  - all  of  which  serves  only  to  postpone  the  inevitable  holocaust. " 

"Whether  the  play  is  regarded  as  a hilarious,  almost  slapstick  farce  or  as  a satirical  attack  against  com- 
placency depends  on  the  point  of  view  one  brings  to  it.  Using  dramatic  techniques  as  old  as  allegory  and  as 
new  as  the  Theatre  of  the  Absurd,  Frisch  reveals  the  actions  and  attitudes  of  people  confronted  with  a power- 
ful and  ruthless  enemy. "
